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EBatiroads and State Rights. 


The petition of Morris K. Jesup and 
his railroad colleagues for federal inter- 
ference in behalf of the pogr down-trod- 
den corporations, which are in danger of 
being compelled to deal fairly and hon- 
estly by the people of the state, is worthy 
of serious consideration—and when a 
matter is worthy of serious consideration, 
it is well to simplify it so that there may 
be no excuse for any misunderstanding. 
It is to be observed, in the first place, 
that the petition of the railroads for fed- 
eral interference virtually denies thatthe 
state has any right to compel them, al- 
though they are creatures of the state, 
to transact their business in the 
interest of the people. No 
matter to what excess the rapacity 
of railroad managers may lead, the 
state has no right to step in and 
protect its citizens. A state may pass a 
law having for its purpose the prevention 
of unjust discriminations and downright 
extortion, but, according to the railroads, 
it has no right tocarry the law into effect, 
because that would be an attempt to 
“manage’’ the affairsof the corporations. 
Such is the theory of those who now pe- 
tition for federal interference, and such we 
regret to say, is the view of theSavannah 
News, which, until now, has always been 
among the first to take alarm whenever 
there has been a threatened invasion of 
a state under the partisan and extra-judi- 
cial rulings of the federal courts. 
Up to the present’ writing, to 
be sure, our Savannah contempo- 
rary has not taken cognizance of the 
plain purpose which underlies the effort 
of Morris K. Jesup and his colleagues, 
but it has steadily maintained that the 
state has no right to prevent unjust dis- 
criminations in the only way that they 
have ever been prevented, namely, by 
regulating the rates charged by rai!roads 
through the medium of a fair and equi- 
table tariff, always open to revision and 
readjustment. We started out, however, 
to simplify the discussion by the state- 
ment of a few facts in connection with 
the extraordinary position taken by the 
railroads. 
Every step taken in the construction 
of a railroad, from the granting of a 
charter to the perfection of the 
line, places the corporation under 
peculiar. obligations to the people. 
The privileges for which it petitions the 
state are extraordinary, and the granting 
of these privileges renders a railroad pe- 
culiarly the subject of legislation, es- 
pecially when the corporation becomes 
powerful and rapacious enough to sup- 
pose that it can ignore with impunity 
the obligations which it owes to the state. 
There is not, we trust, a thoughtful per- 
son in the country who does not recog- 
niz2 and appreciate the fundamental fact 
thatthe people do not grant extraordinary 
powers and privileges to railway corpora- 
tions for the purpose of placing them- 
selves at the mercy of these corporations. 
There is not a thoughtful person who 
does not know that the state has the ab- 
solute right to control every railway cor- 
poration within her domain. No consti- 
tutional provision is necessary to give 
this right. If the state is a state the right 
is inherent and inevitable, 
is not a state, as Morris K. Jesup and his 
colleagues are anxious to have the federal 
judiciary affirm and declare, then Georgia 
has no right to appoint even a board of 
arbitration for the hearing of the com- 
plaints§ of those who are the victime of 
extortion and unjust discriminations, ana 
the people can only have redress in fed- 
eral legislation under that clatise of the 
constitution which prevides fur the regu- 
lation of commerce between the states. 
The question becomes of vast political 
importance. 
For what. purpose was the commis- 
sion appointed? To prevent extor- 
tion and unjust discriminations—to 
so regulate railroad charges that no citi- 
zen and no class of citizens, no section 
and no station, shall have more than a 
relative advantage over other citizens and 
other points in the transportation of 
freights and passengers. Obviously 
enough this could only be accon plished 
by giving the commission power to im- 
pose just and reasonable regttlations— 
power to establish equitable rates. All 
other methods have been tried by the 
states that have long ago found it neces- 
sary to cireumvent the natural rapacity 
of corporations, but this only has been 
found practicable. Under these circum- 
stances the organic law of Georgia was 
adopted and for this purpose the railroad 
commission was appointed, 
Let it be understood here that we are 
‘not defending or insisting upon the tariff 
established by the commission. We only 
know that it was prepared with an eye 
to the interests of the railroads as well as 
to the interestsof the people, and that the 
commissioner who particularly had it in 
charge is known ag the most success[y] 
railroad administrator in Georgia. We 
know that its defects would work no in- 
jury to either the railroads or the people, 
for they would be promptly cured. But 
railroads have never even tested it. They 
~ not know whether it would work to 
elf injury or to their interest. Th 
only know that they no longer Nate 
the power of concealing the inca- 
pacity of their management by making 
raids upon special interests, special 
classes. or ‘special i BR 83 
Special points, and they 
therefore petition the federal authorities 
te declare that the
